There is much to discuss, there are many plans 
to form. All should have a voice in this move- 
ment. Let there be a free, frank, general exchange 
of views. The way to do this is to have a county 
convention, to which delegates may be sent from 
every city and town in Los Angeles county, in pro- 
portion to its population. This will give every 
community opportunity to express the views of its 
people. In this way objections (if there are any) 
may be met; all interests may be represented; 


sentiments find a voice. 


We say this convention should be called at the 
earliest convenient day. It cannot meet too soon. 
Next week would be better than a week later, and 
this month is to be greatly preferred over next 
month. The convention is the first step to take. 
Its debates will lay a good foundation on which to 
build. Plans will need revision, and it is important 
to start right. 

We urge upon the Consolidation Commission the 
immediate consideration of this convention and the 
calling of it together at as early a day as possible,

NEPHEWS LOSE RUBENS ESTATE. 


French Courts Decide That as Win 
Was Made in United States They 
Lack Jurisdiction, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PARIS Aug. 11.—The court today sus- 
tained the contentions of the American 
legatees in the Rubens will case, hold- 
ing that the American courts alone had 
jurisdiction over the questions involved. 

Charles Rubens died in New i in 
1906, bequeathing his fortune of $2,000 
000 to two friends in New York, Henry 
H. Ickelheimer and Julia Heidelbach. 
The nephews of Rubens contested this 
disposa! of the property on the und 
that Rubens was in reality a nch- 
man named Samuel Woog, who went to 
America when a young man, being na- 
turalized, amassed a fortune and re- 
turned to Paris. 

The nephews said the property of 
Rubens should be divided in France 
according to the French laws. Ickel- 
heimer and Julia Heidelbach maintained 
that as the will of Rubens was drawn 
in America the French laws did not 


apply.
